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Latest budget 
puts Alberta 
S6.3B in red 


Dipping into 
Contingency Account. 

Province will borrow 
billions to build 
infrastructure 


The Alberta government 
— squeezed by falling oil 
revenues and a growing 
population — has delivered 
a budget that holds the 
line on day-to-day spend¬ 
ing but borrows billions to 
build roads, hospitals and 
schools. 

There are no new or in¬ 
creased taxes. 

The result is $6.3 billion 
in red ink. 

“We are having a tough 
time here,” Finance Min¬ 
ister Doug Horner said 


Thursday before tabling the 
2013-14 document in the 
legislature. 

“We’re going to have five 
million people in this prov¬ 
ince within 17 years. Where 
are their kids going to go to 
school? Where are they go¬ 
ing to have hospitals to go 
to? How are they going to 
get to work if the road isn’t 
there? 

“We have to be able to 
build for the future — and 
that’s what this (budget) is 
about.” 

Even though the gov¬ 
ernment is not increas¬ 
ing its overall spending on 
operations, it anticipates 
a $2-billion deficit on rev¬ 
enues of $38.6 billion. The 
gap will be covered by the 
government’s Sustainabil¬ 
ity Fund, now renamed the 
Contingency Account. That 


fund had $17 billion at its 
peak four years ago but will 
be down to $691 million by 
this time next year. 

Horner said the shortfall 
can’t be helped, but he isn’t 
happy about it. 

“It’s been very rare for 
Alberta to have an operat¬ 
ing deficit. That’s a big deal 
to me. I don’t want to see 
operating deficits in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Thursday’s budget an¬ 
nounced $4.3 billion in 
infrastructure borrowing, 
which includes the money 
for Highway 63. When the 
loan is combined with the 
$2-billion operating deficit, 
it leaves a $6.3-billion hole 
in the government’s pocket- 
book.

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School board. 

Questions 
surround 
lack of talk 
on moves 


By redesignating two consecu¬ 
tive grades instead of three, 
the Edmonton Public School 
Board skirted a lengthy 
public-consultation process. 

According to Alberta’s 
School Act, closing three or 
more consecutive grades in a 
school is considered a school 
closure and involves a process 
of public meetings and con¬ 
sultation. 

On Monday, the super¬ 
intendent of Edmonton 
Public Schools announced 
that Grades 8 and 9 at Johnny 
Bright and Esther Starkman 
would be redesignated to 
D.S. Mackenzie and Avalon, 
respectively, to combat major 
enrolment pressures. 

Throughout the week, 
concerned parents have ques¬ 
tioned why Grade 7 students 
are not included in the move. 

“It would involve a school 
closure,” EPSB spokesperson 
Jane Sterling said on Wednes¬ 
day. 

Sterling said that had the 
superintendent chosen to re¬ 
designate three grades instead 
of two, it would have been “a 
whole different process.” 

“And they don’t really 
want to lose the designation 
of it being a junior high,” 
Sterling said, noting if the 
area gets another school and 
space problems are allevi¬ 
ated, Grades 8 and 9 could be 
redesignated to Johnny Bright 
and Esther Starkman. 

Sterling also said while 
there was not a formal 
consultation process, trustees 
and the superintendent did 
receive “a lot of input” via 
telephone calls and emails 
before the difficult decision to 
redesignate grades was made.

lieves there’s a desire on coun¬ 
cil to put more transit where 
it’s needed.

The group opposing the reloca¬ 
tion of medevac services from 
the Edmonton City Centre Air¬ 
port says the government had 
no intention of moving its own 
planes. 

The medevac planes are set 
to be moved to the Edmonton 
International Airport on March 
15 and the government’s jets 
will go with them, but the Save 
Our Medevac Service Society 
says the decision is about solv¬ 
ing a public-relations problem. 

“That was obviously pretty 
bad optics, so the government 
issued a press release and said 
they are going to move out on 
the 15th as well,” lawyer Keith 
Wilson, who is working with 
the group, told an audience in 
Cold Lake on Tuesday night. 


Wilson told the crowd the 
society raised the issue of the 
government jets and the gov¬ 
ernment responded promptly 

“We were telling people if 
you are dying you can’t land, 
but guess what — the premier 
can, and a lot of people put that 
in their letters,” he said. 

Government spokesperson 
Robyn Cochrane said the prov¬ 
ince has been working on a 
new home for its aircraft fleet 
since the city made the decision 
to close the airport. 

“As soon as we found out 
the city had made their deci¬ 
sions, we obviously knew we 
had to move.” 

Cochrane said starting 
March 15, the province will 
relocate its fleet to the inter¬ 
national airport. She said until 
a new hangar is in place, main¬ 
tenance will continue at the 
municipal airport, but the gov¬ 
ernment did not make a knee- 
jerk decision. 

“We are working on it and 
we have been working on 
the temporaiy solution for 
months.”

Field 
data could challenge 
masonry building 
codes and standards

The clock tower in down¬ 
town St. Albert may be indi¬ 
cating it’s time for change. 

The 21-metre structure, 
built for research purposes 
in 1995 was recently outfit¬ 
ted with remote monitoring 
technology to study how 
masonry behaves and reacts 
to temperature and mois¬ 
ture fluctuations. The col¬ 
lection of actual field data 
could challenge current lab 
data, and lead to building 
codes and standards chan¬ 
ges, said Yasser Korany, as¬ 
sociate professor of struc¬ 
tural engineering at the 
University of Alberta.

A total of 52 digital 
sensors have been col¬ 
lecting real-time data since 
October 2012, monitoring 
expansion and contraction 
movements of the interior 
concrete and exterior brick 
walls, each of which were 
constructed differently and 
linked with different con¬ 
nectors. 

“That would generate 
very useful information for 
us to either validate the as¬ 
sumptions in science or re¬ 
vise them if needed,” said 
Korany, noting they may 
need to change considering 


masonry materials still 
crack and sometimes fall. 

But while preliminary 
observations differ from 
current codes and stan¬ 
dards, it is too soon to fully 
analyze the data. 

“What we’d like to see is 
at least a full-year cycle, so 
we can see what the sum¬ 
mer does to the tower,” said 
U of A PhD student Adam 
Lohonyai. 

The project was funded 
with $25,000 from the Nat¬ 
ural Sciences and Engin¬ 
eering Research Council of 
Canada, and is a partner¬ 
ship between the U of A, 
Read Jones Christofferson, 
and City of St. Albert.

Initial research at the St. 
Albert clock tower, after 
it was built in 1995, was 
done with a mechanical 
monitoring system. 

“It was essentially a 
weight and a pendulum, 
and you were manually 
taking readings off this 
scale,” said Nick Trovato 
of Read Jones Christof- 
ferson’s building science 
division, the project’s in¬ 
dustry partner. “Whereas 
now the technology 
that is provided in this 
program allows for ... 
very detailed, accurate 
readings.” 

St. Albert mayor 
Nolan Crouse is happy 
to see the landmark 
be used for research 
purposes again, and 
has been following the 
online data. 

“It was built properly 
for experiment and I’m 
kind of intrigued (as) we 
go forward, what it tells 
them.”

6.8 per cent reduction. 
Colleges and 
universities hit hard in 
provincial budget

The sharp cuts to funding for 
operating grants at Alberta 
post-secondaiy institutions 
will directly impact the prov¬ 
ince’s students, say university 
leaders. 

“It’s going to be a very, 
very difficult set of deci¬ 
sions.... Quite frankly, it’s 
going to be a veiy significant 
reduction in quality of the 
student experience,” Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta president 
Indira Samarasekera said 
Thursday.

Samarasekera said she 
was both surprised and hor¬ 
rified by the 2013 provincial 
budget’s 6.8 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in operating grants for 
post secondaiy institutions. 

Post-secondary institu¬ 
tions will receive $2 billion in 
base operating grants — $147 
million less than last year. 

“It is certainly a number 
that none of us saw coming,” 
said U of A Students’ Union 
president Colten Yamagishi. 
“I know a lot of people were 
thinking anywhere from zero 
to five per cent, but 6.8, that 
is huge. It is going to have a 
huge impact on the institu¬ 
tion.” 

Samarasekera said the 
cuts mean students may not 
have access to classes, servi¬ 
ces or assistance they previ¬ 
ously had, and it’s possible 
tuition could increase. 


“We’re going to have 
to look at those programs 
where our tuition is much 
lower than the rest of the 
country, if we are to offer 
quality. It’s quality that’s on 
the chopping block today,” 
Samarasekera said. 

Newly minted Advanced 
Education Minister Thomas 
Lulcaszulc, via telephone from 
Vietnam, encouraged institu¬ 
tions to look at the budget 
as an “opportunity” to build 
better relationships amongst 
each other. 

“What we have right now 
is an orchestra of some vir¬ 
tuosos — they are fabulous 
at what they do,” Lulcaszulc 
said. “I would put our post- 
secondaiy schools against 
any others in the world, but 
unfortunately this orchestra 
doesn’t have a conductor, and 
they’re all playing their own 
tune and they’re off-beat.” 

The minister mused about 
amalgamating payroll de¬ 
partments and providing an 
open-source venue online for 
commonly used textbooks 
as ways to build better effi¬ 
ciency into the system.

Budget freeze could lead to teacher layoffs 



Larger class sizes and teacher 
layoffs are inevitable, say crit¬ 
ics, after Alberta’s 2013 budget 
was introduced on Thursday. 

While schools are on the 
way, with $2.4 billion devoted 
to maintaining a promise from 
Premier Alison Redford for 50 
new schools and 70 renova¬ 
tions, funding will come slower 
than originally forecast. 

“The intent of this budget is 
to tiy to maintain the instruc¬ 
tion in the classroom,” Educa¬ 
tion Minister Jeff Johnson told 
reporters. 

In all, Johnson said 37 of 
Alberta’s 62 school boards will 


operate with less money next 
year. 

That includes the Edmon¬ 
ton Public School Board, which 
needs to find $3 million before 
the end of the school year, ac¬ 
cording to board chair Sarah 
Hoffman. 

“We’re not going to be able 
to maintain the same level of 
education next year as we cur¬ 
rently have,” Hoffman said. 

Edmonton Catholic School 
Board vice-chairperson Debbie 
Engel expressed disappoint¬ 
ment with cuts to ESL funding, 
AISI funding and no funding for 
full-day kindergarten. 


“We’re going to find our¬ 
selves scrambling a bit because 
(AISI) is not only gone for Sep¬ 
tember 2013, it’s gone April 1,” 
she said. 

The Alberta Teachers’ As¬ 
sociation warned hundreds of 
jobs could be cut in the months 
ahead because of smaller-than- 
promised student grants. 

“This budget, it’s a big 
blow to education,” said ATA 
president Carol Henderson. 

The Alberta School Boards 
Association also warned of 
tough days ahead. 

“There will be an impact on 
school divisions,” said president

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Finance Minister Doug Horner delivered an austere budget on Thursday, with spending freezes or spending cuts in many sectors. Despite the thriftiness, 
Alberta still finds itself spending billions of dollars more than it's taking in. Here are some of the highlights from the 2013 financial plan.

Physicians have ‘deep concern’ 
aboutbudget 


Health spending will increase under Alberta’s 
new budget but not as quickly as many in the 
health-care field were expecting or would like. 
The total health budget is $17.1 billion in 
2013-14, which marks an increase of three per cent over 
the previous year. 

“This is lower than the 4.5 per cent increase the 
health sector was expecting, but we believe AHS can 
provide better outcomes for better value by using its 
resources more effectively,” Finance Minister Doug 
Homer said in his budget speech. 

But most physicians will look at this budget with 
“deep concern,” said Alberta Medical Association 
president Dr. Michael Giuffre. 

“I think this budget translates directly to decreased 
access for our patients,” Giuffre said. “We would antici¬ 
pate that lineups in emergency will go up; the number 
of procedures will go down.” 

Giuffre said the budget does not account for popula¬ 
tion growth or inflation, and expressed particular 
concern with cuts to physician benefits and relatively 
flat spending on physician pay. 

, Minister of Health and Wellness Fred 
Home said improvements will have to be 
made despite financial 
restraints. 

“We’re the top 
per-capita spender in 
the countiy and have 
been for a long time, but we are not 
getting all of the outcomes that 
i Albertans expect.” 



Horner announces saving plan 

Among all the red ink spewing from the provincial 
budget, Alberta announced a new plan to save, as 
well. 

The province is promising to grow the province’s 
savings to more than $24 billion over the next three 
years. 

“As a banker, I learned that valuable lesson: Before 
you spend on anything, put some away first,” said 
Finance minister Doug Horner. 

Homer announced a new fiscal management 
act that requires the government to constantly put 
money away. Among the new mles, five per cent of 
the first $10 billion the government collects in royalty 
revenue will be put away. The next five billion will 

have _ 20 per cent stashed away and 

50 per cent of any money in 
excess of $15 billion will 
be saved. 

Horner also an¬ 
nounced the sustain¬ 
ability fund, which will 
be left with $691 million 
after this year, will be 
rebuilt to $5 billion and 
renamed the contingency 
i fund. 

He also announced 
the government would no longer 
raid interest from the Heritage Fund, the govern¬ 
ment’s long term savings account, to pay for current 
priorities. 

Starting in 2015, the government will gradually 
stop using the interest and instead leave it in the fund 
to continue to grow. 




Alberta budget 
bites 


Municipalities see no cuts, 
no increases in provincial budget 

Edmonton did not face a cut to its funding in the 
2013 provincial budget announced Thursday, but it 
also didn’t get a long-promised increase. 

While cutting in other areas, the provincial 
budget left the Municipal Sustainability Initiative 
(MSI) at $846 million per year for the next three 
years. 

The money is spread out to all municipalities 
across the province, with Edmonton receiving $170 
million towards capital projects. 

When the program was first announced in 2007, 
funding was supposed to rise with municipalities 
eventually seeing $1.3 billion a year, but that will no 
longer happen. 

Municipal Affairs Minister Doug Griffiths put a 
positive spin on the numbers, noting the province is 
still committed to municipalities. 

“We didn’t want to reduce MSI because we know, 
with all the people moving to this province, munici¬ 
palities have all the same infrastructure demands as 
we do,” he said. 

The government also did not announce an exten¬ 
sion of the MSI program beyond its current end date 
in 2017. 

Griffiths said he has every intention of having 
the program continue. 

“We haven’t discussed that, but I have been very 
clear before that there is no way it is ending.” 

Edmonton Mayor Stephen Mandel said it would 
take some time for the city to fully understand the 
impact of the budget. 

“It is a very broad based document that we listen 
to on the television and it doesn’t say very much. 
The devil is in the details.” 

On the downtown arena project, Griffiths said 
Edmonton can fund the project with its existing 
funding based on the city’s own priorities. 

Mandel has hoped for a commitment to funding 
the project, but said he is still confident. 

“We appreciate the province has some challen¬ 
ges, but I have been assured time and time again 
that the issue with the arena will be dealt with.”

Justice funding will be redirected to hire 10 
more RCMP officer and two new provincial court 
judges as part of Budget 2013. 

“We’re balancing more demands with essen¬ 
tially the same budget as last year by focusing on 
core programs and spending smarter on areas of 
greatest need,” said Jonathan Denis, Minister of 
Justice and Solicitor General. 

The province also plans to make changes 
within the operations of the justice system. 

Some of those changes include increasing 
the limit for small claims court, 
maintaining management 
offices and other processes 
aimed at reducing 
caseloads, and inte¬ 
grating programs to 
help ordinary Alber¬ 
tans make their way 
through the often complex 
and daunting system. 

“Our decisions were 
made based on com¬ 
munity safety and 
access to justice, 
balanced with the 
importance of 
spending taxpay¬ 
er dollars wisely,” 

Denis said.

Ten years ago, I took a docu- 
mentaiy writing course, and 
one of the assignments re¬ 
quired us to pitch a stoiy in 
front of the class. 

There’s only one I still re¬ 
member: A classmate’s idea 
to document the problem of 
bullying — a concept that was 
laughed down by the teacher 
in a manner that, yes, one 
might consider bullying. 

How times have changed. A 
decade later, Bully, a documen¬ 
tary that very easily could have 
been produced from his pitch, 
received critical acclaim and 
was heralded by the New York 
Daily News as “required view¬ 
ing for eveiy parent, teacher 
and teenager.” 

In many ways, bullying 
has become the defining 
issue of the Faceboolc gen¬ 
eration. Celebrities like Katy 
Periy have boosted global 
campaigns such as Stomp Out 
Bullying, while thousands of 


The problem with anti-bullying bylaws 


Like misogyny, bullying is a social issue that can’t 
realistically be regulated by law, though the 
symptoms can be fought legally — and are, every 
year, in hundreds of cases across Canada. 


Canadians donned pink shirts 
on the last Wednesday of Feb- 
ruaiy to express intolerance 
toward bullying. 

These movements have 
their detractors, including a 
New York school psychologist 
who recently told the Vancou¬ 
ver Province that Pink Shirt Day 
promotes “victim thinking” 
and “(teaches) children that no¬ 
body’s allowed to do anything 
to them that they don’t like.” 

Such sentiments fail to 
address just how powerful 
bullying has become in the 
digital age. What was once 
confined to schools now chas¬ 
es young people eveiywhere 
over social media, and sadly 
it’s influenced several young 
people to take their own lives. 

But “bully” has become a 
buzzword and is often misused 
by adults to describe someone 


in a powerful position whom 
they disagree with. Even The 
Economist called Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper a bully 
citing his omnibus budget bill. 

Still, despite the trendiness 
of the word, it’s a veiy real 
problem for people, particu¬ 
larly youth. And education 
campaigns like Pink Shirt Day 
— backed by school and even 
workplace policies — are the 
best ways to snuff it out. 

But I’m worried by the 
trend toward anti-bullying 
bylaws, which began in Ed¬ 
monton in 2003. 

Councillors in Airdrie are 
considering passing a bylaw 
that would outlaw bullying, 
in light of the stoiy of a young 
resident who says bullying led 
her to attempt suicide. 

What forms of bullying 
it would penalize aren’t yet 


known, but it will likely be 
modelled after one in Hanna 
that pins a $250 fine to verbal 
abuse and $1,000 to repeat of¬ 
fences. Extreme cases could 
fetch an offender six months 
in jail. Perhaps most alarm¬ 
ing is a fine for bystanders. 

These bylaws have good in¬ 
tentions, but leave me wonder¬ 
ing, what happened to the laws 
we already have on the books? 
Have we forgotten about ha¬ 
rassment, defamation, assault 
and cyberstalking? 

Like misogyny, bullying is 
a social issue that can’t real¬ 
istically be regulated by law, 
though the symptoms can 
be fought legally — and are, 
every year, in hundreds of 
cases across Canada. 

While you can tackle 
some societal problems with 
law, such as racism and hate- 
crime legislation, it’s harder 
to define what is and isn’t 
bullying. At the moment, the 
word is overused. 

But it remains the best word 
we have to discuss the problem 
at home, in schools and work¬ 
places, where the biggest social 
changes can be made.

Justice system thoroughly 
failing aboriginals: Report 



Quarter of all prisoners. 
Transfer provisions for 
aboriginals rarely used 


Aboriginal offenders make up 
one quarter of Canada’s prison 
population and are being left 
behind bars far longer than 
non-aboriginals, says a special 
report from the country’s cor¬ 
rectional investigator. 

The report by Howard Sa- 
pers, tabled Thursday in the 
House of Commons, chastises 
the government not only for 
how it deals with aboriginals 
behind bars but also for failing 
to keep them out of jail.

Aboriginal-specific provi¬ 
sions in the justice system are 
chronically underfunded, says 
the report. It’s a problem that’s 
been ignored and allowed to 
worsen ever since the Correc¬ 
tions and Conditional Release 
Act of 1992, said Sapers. 

Sections 81 and 84 of the law 
allow the public safety minister 
to transfer aboriginal inmates 
to community facilities and to 
so-called healing lodges, but 
that power is not being prop¬ 
erly used, the report concludes. 

The landmark report found 
that just four agreements have 
been reached between the fed¬ 
eral government and aboriginal 
communities to allow for Sec¬ 
tion 81 transfer of inmates. 

Healing lodges receive only 
a fraction of the funding made 
available to similar facilities. 

Justice Minister Rob Nichol¬ 
son responded by saying the 
government has bolstered 
spending on anti-crime pro¬ 
grams, including the Northern 
Aboriginal Crime Prevention

The suspect in a hit-and-run 
crash that killed a pregnant 
woman and her husband re¬ 
turned to New York City on 
Thursday after his arrest in 
a neighbouring state.

Julio Acevedo had been or¬ 
dered held without bail after 
being arrested in Pennsylvania 
on Wednesday.

Acevedo, 44, faces charges 
of leaving the scene of an acci¬ 
dent, New York Police Depart¬ 
ment spokesman Paul Browne 
said. 

Acevedo is accused of driv¬ 
ing at twice the speed limit 
and crashing into a car cany- 
ing Nachman and Raizy Glaub¬ 
er. The Glaubers, both 21 years 
old, died Sunday, and their 
premature son, delivered by 
cesarean section, died Monday. 

The couple belonged to a 
close-knit ultra-Orthodox Jew¬ 
ish community in Brooklyn, 
which is home to the largest 
community of ultra-Orthodox 
Jews outside Israel. 

Acevedo told the Daily 
News tabloid that he was flee¬ 
ing a gunman who was hying 
to shoot at him when his bor¬ 
rowed BMW slammed into a 



hired car canying the couple. 
He told the newspaper he fled 
because he was worried he’d 
be killed. But police said there 
were no reports of shots fired 
in the area at the time of the 
wreck. 

At an appearance in Penn¬ 
sylvania, Acevedo told a judge 
that he had finished the 11th 
grade, was unemployed and 
lives in Brooklyn with his 
mother, the associated press

Border guard 
mixed with mob 

A Canadian border guard 
had known ties to organ¬ 
ized crime, protected his 
underworld associates and 
used his own position to 
evade the law, an investiga¬ 
tion by the federal public- 
sector watchdog has found. 

The guard’s relationship 
with organized crime dates 
back to before he joined 
the Canada Border Services 
Agency, an association his 
supervisors have known 
about for at least four years, 
public-sector integrity 
commissioner Mario Dion 
reported Thursday 

But it took someone 
blowing the whistle to 
Dion’s office last year before 
CBSA launched an internal 
investigation, which ultim¬ 
ately led to the officer being 
fired. 

The guard had been 
warned in the past about 
maintaining his connec¬ 
tions to the criminal under¬ 
world, but didn’t change his 
behaviour, Dion said in an 
interview after his report 
was tabled in the House of

Inuit claim the ban 
would have threatened 
their way of life 


A proposal by the United 
States to ban cross-border 
trade in polar bears and their 
parts was defeated Thursday 
at an international meeting 
of conservationists, mark¬ 
ing a victoiy for Canada’s 
indigenous Inuit people over 
their big neighbour to the 
south. 

Delegates at the triennial 
meeting of the Convention 
on International Trade in En¬ 
dangered Species, or CITES, 
rejected Washington’s pro¬ 
posal to change the status of 
the polar bear from a species 
whose trade is merely regu¬ 
lated, not banned. 

The proposal fell far short 
of the two-thirds needed to 
pass, garnering 38 votes in 
favour, 42 against and 46 ab¬ 
stentions. A similar proposal 
was defeated three years ago 
at the last CITES meeting. 

While support for most of 
the meeting’s 70 proposals 


covering the trade in other 
species fell along predictable 
lines, the U.S. proposal made 
for some odd bedfellows. Rus¬ 
sia endorsed Washington’s 
proposal, which was also sup¬ 
ported by a cluster of animal 
humane societies. Canada 
was joined in opposition by 
some of the larger conserva¬ 


tion organizations, including 
the CITES Secretariat and the 
Wildlife Trade Monitoring 
Network, better known as 
TRAFFIC. 

The United States had con¬ 
tended that climate change 
was dangerously shrinking 
the bears’ habitat, and that 
pre-emptive measures were 


needed to save them. 

The Inuit contended that 
polar-bear populations were 
not declining, and that Can¬ 
ada was regulating the hunt¬ 
ing of the bears in sustainable 
numbers. The tribal group 
said their livelihoods would 
be threatened by a ban.

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Caffeine gives flowers 
power over bees 



Bee my pollinator? 

Study says plants lure 
honeybees by spiking 
nectar with memory¬ 
boosting ingredient 


Talk about a caffeine buzz: A 
new study says honeybees get 
a shot of caffeine from certain 
flowers, and it perks up their 
memoiy. 

That spurs them to return 
to the same type of plant, 
boosting its prospects for pol¬ 
lination and the future of the 
plant species. 

Maybe it shouldn’t be a sur¬ 
prise that one of the flowers 
is the coffee plant. Its nectar 
offers about as much caffeine 
concentration as a cup of in¬ 
stant coffee, according to re¬ 
searchers. 

But some citrus plants serve 
caffeine too, albeit in lower 
concentrations. It’s found in 
the nectar of orange and grape¬ 
fruit blossoms. 

The caffeine helps a bee 
remember that the flower’s 
scent promises a tasty payoff, 
the researchers said. So the 


bee will seek out those flowers, 
transferring their pollen. 

How could researchers 
tell the caffeine boosts a bee’s 
memoiy? In an experiment 
that used lab tools instead of 
flowers, they trained individ¬ 
ual bees to expect a sugary 
drink when they smelled a cer¬ 
tain floral scent. Some bees got 
nectar-lilce concentrations of 
caffeine in their drink; others 
didn’t. 

Then after a day or more, 
they exposed the insects to the 


same scent and watched to see 
if they extended their feeding 
tubes in response, a sign they 
were ready to sip. After 24 
hours, the bees that had got¬ 
ten caffeine were three times 
as likely to remember as bees 
that hadn’t. After 72 hours, 
they were twice as likely. 

The work, by Geraldine 
Wright of Newcastle Univer¬ 
sity in England and co-authors, 
was reported Thursday by the 
journal Science.

Flood study on Mars goes underground 


The face of Mars is dotted with 
a maze of channels, pointing 
to possible ancient megaflood 
episodes. 

Now scientists peering 
below the surface have un¬ 
covered the first evidence of 
underground channels appar¬ 
ently created by flooding — 
a finding that’s expected to 
further illuminate the role of 
water in Mars’ histoiy. 

Using a ground-piercing 
radar sensor aboard the Mars 


Reconnaissance Orbiter, a 
team of scientists created 3D 
maps of an equatorial region 
known as Elysium Planitia 
and the channels that run 
underneath the plains. 

Besides the contributions 
from rovers and landers, 
“our view of the red planet 
has largely been restricted to 
looking at the surface” from 
orbiting spacecraft, said lead 
researcher Gareth Morgan, 
a planetaiy scientist at the 


Smithsonian Institution. 

The research, published 
online Thursday in the journal 
Science, offers a new perspec¬ 
tive below the Martian surface 
and hints of past flooding at 
a time when the planet was 
mostly thought to be cold 
and desert-lilce. The channels 
remained hidden because the 
once volcanically active re¬ 
gion had been filled in by lava 
flows hundreds of millions of 
years ago. the associated press

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Victim of lion 
attack adored 
exotic cats 


Tragedy, Dianna 
Hanson was enjoying 
the internship of 
her dreams 


The intern fatally mauled by 
a lion at a Central California 
exotic animal park loved lions 
and tigers since childhood, 
was “absolutely fearless” 
around them and hoped to 
work at a zoo after her six- 
month internship, her father 
said late Wednesday. 

“She was at ease with 
those big cats,” Paul Han¬ 
son, a Seattle-area attorney, 
said of his daughter, Dianna 
Hanson, 24. “They liked her.” 
Hanson told The Associated 
Press that he dropped his 
daughter off Jan. 2 at Cat Ha¬ 
ven, about 45 miles (70 kilo¬ 
metres) east of Fresno. 

“ft was just a dream job 
for her,” he said, adding that 


she gave him a little tour and 
showed him the lion Cous 
Cous, which authorities said 
killed her. 

Hanson said his daughter 
had worked with big cats be¬ 
fore but told him she would 
not be allowed to go in the 
lion cage. 

On Wednesday, deputies 
found the woman severely 
injured and still lying inside 
the male African lion’s en¬ 
closure with the lion nearby, 
said sheriff’s Lt. Bob Miller. 
Another park worker couldn’t 
lure it into another pen, so 
deputies shot and killed it 
to safely reach the wounded 
woman, but she died at the 
scene, he said. 

Investigators were trying 
to determine why the intern 
was inside the enclosure and 
what might have provoked 
the attack, sheriff’s Sgt. Greg 
Collins said. The facility is nor¬ 
mally closed on Wednesdays.

A dog who was shot in the head 
and left for dead will have a 
new home at an animal shelter 
and will become a tail-wagging 
warrior against animal cruelty. 

Orville the dog was found 
immobile in a ditch on Feb. 24 
in Brome Lake, a community 
in Quebec’s Eastern Townships 
region. 

After a few difficult days, Or¬ 
ville stunned his shelter hand¬ 
lers by recovering most of his 
functions. They have called his 


progress a miracle. 

The shelter’s management 
has announced in a brief post 
online today that it wants Or¬ 
ville to tour schools and homes 
for the elderly.

Medical examiner 


Pics of unidentified 
bodies posted on 
Chicago website 

In a controversial decision, 
the Cook County Medical 
Examiner’s Office in Chicago 
has begun posting photos of 
unclaimed dead bodies on its 
website.

Italy 


Berlusconi 
convicted in 
wiretap case 

Former Italian prime min¬ 
ister Silvio Berlusconi was 
convicted Thursday over 
the illegal publication in a 
newspaper owned by his 
media empire of wiretapped 
conversations related to a 
bank-takeover attempt. 

A Milan court found 


Berlusconi guilty of breach of 
confidentiality and sen¬ 
tenced him to one year in 
jail, though it did not issue 
an order on canying out the 
sentence. In Italy, it is rare for 
anyone to be put behind bars 
pending a possible appeal 
except in the case of veiy 
serious crimes like murder. 

The verdict comes after 
Februaiy national elections 
failed to elect a clear winner. 
Berlusconi’s centre-right coali¬ 
tion finished second.

Bolshoi dancer 
says he backed

Moscow. If convicted, 
Pavel Dmitrichenko faces 
up to 12 years in jail 


Pale and haggard after hours of 
questioning, a leading Bolshoi 
dancer told a Moscow court 
that he gave his blessing to an 
attack on the ballet’s artistic 
director but never imagined 
that the assailant would go as 
far as to throw acid in his face. 

The arrest and confessions 
of Pavel Dmitrichenko, who 
danced the parts of both heroes 
and villains in the Bolshoi’s 
famed classical ballets, have 
dealt a painful blow to the the¬ 
atre’s reputation and left many 
members of the company be¬ 
wildered and incredulous. 

Sergei Filin, 42, suffered 
severe bums to his face and 
eyes in the Jan. 17 attack. He 
has undergone a series of oper¬ 
ations aimed at saving his sight. 

The 29-year-old 

Dmitrichenko said his conflict 
with Filin was focused on the 
distribution of salaries and 
other financial issues. 


Why? 


Speculation has been rife 
about other possible motives 
for the attack. Some claimed 
that the dancer wanted to 
take revenge for his bal¬ 
lerina girlfriend after she 
was turned down for a major 
role, while others pondered 
conspiracy theories alleging 
the involvement of other top 
figures in the theatre. 


Facing the judge on Thurs¬ 
day, Dmitrichenko said he had 
told the suspected perpetrator 
of the attack about his griev¬ 
ances concerning the Bolshoi 
and his arguments with Filin. 

“I told Yuri Zarutsky about 
the policies of the Bolshoi The¬ 
ater, about the bad things go¬ 
ing on, the corruption. When 
he said, ‘OK, let me beat him 
up, hit him upside the head,’ 
I agreed, but that is all that I 
admit to doing,” Dmitrichenko 
said in court. “It’s not true that 
I ordered him to throw acid at 
Filin.”

There’s a perception among 
the younger generation 
that feminism has come 
and gone.

Alkarim Nasser has come a 
long way from his humble 
beginnings in a cramped of¬ 
fice shared with four others 
in downtown Toronto. 

The 27-year-old co-founder 
of BNOTION, which produces 
web and mobile applications, 
spent most of his early days as 
an entrepreneur hunched over 
a laptop scanning Craigslist ads 
for new clients. 

“We saw it as low-hanging 
fruit and hadn’t yet created a 


name for ourselves” he says. 
The company, which he helped 
start after graduating from Sen¬ 
eca College, now boasts a doz¬ 
en clients including Johnson & 
Johnson and Samsung. 

Stories such as Nasser’s 
weren’t unusual at DX3, a 
digital conference held Thurs¬ 
day in Toronto. They’re likely to 
become more commonplace as 
Canadian youth look to entre¬ 
preneurship to replace jobs 
that have all but disappeared in 
recent years. 

According to the Canadian 
Youth Business Foundation, 
52,795 people aged 15 to 39 
started their own business in 
2011 and that number is only 
expected to grow. 

The 2008 recession proved 
devastating for youth seeking 
work in this country. The stub¬ 
bornly high unemployment 
rate for those aged 15 to 24 is 
double the national average,

wages to look elsewhere for op¬ 
portunities.

DHS must release 
report on scanner 
safety, judge says 

A U.S. federal judge has 
ruled that the Department 
of Homeland Security 
must release two safety 
reports it conducted in the 
2000s evaluating the radia¬ 
tion safety of body-scan¬ 
ning machines.

Ottawa is putting highly sought- 
after spectrum for wireless de¬ 
vices on the auction block later 
this year in the hopes of fetch¬ 
ing at least $900 million — but 
likely much more. 

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment is aiming to have at least 
four wireless players in eveiy 
region of the countiy in a bid 
to help upstarts grab a piece of 
a market that has been domin¬ 
ated by big companies such as 
Rogers, Bell and Telus.

benefit from more choice in 
the wireless (sector),” Industry 
Minister Christian Paradis said 
Thursday as he announced the 
Nov. 19 start date for the auc¬ 
tion. 

The 700-megahertz wireless 
spectrum, which is up for auc¬ 
tion, is considered ideal for use 


by new high-speed networks in 
high-density urban areas and in 
rural Canada. 

It has the ability to allow 
cellphone calls in elevators, 
deep in underground parking 
lots and in tunnels in big cities, 
and in basements and attics in 
suburban areas. It also provides 
better and more affordable 
coverage in rural Canada be¬ 
cause fewer cellphone towers 
are needed to provide coverage. 

At minimum, Ottawa wants 
to raise $897,294,000 from 
the auction. But the wireless 
spectrum is widely expected 
to fetch potentially billions of 


dollars. The government raised 
nearly $4.3 billion in its last 
spectrum auction in 2008. 

“We’d be surprised if it’s 
a lot more than a $2-billion 
valuation, $2.5 billion,” analyst 
Dvai Ghose of investment firm 
Canaccord Genuity said of the 
November sale. 

“Now two things to remem¬ 
ber, which are contradictoiy: 
on the one hand, there’s much 
more spectrum that was re¬ 
leased last time around ... so 
there’s much less spectrum 
(now). But the other issue is it’s 
much better spectrum.”

Facebook is trying to breathe 
new life into its social network 
with a redesign of its News Feed.

Richard: Mark, this new 
film from WWE Studios, 
has something for every¬ 
one. It’s a new genre that 
mixes a revenge drama with 
a romantic subplot — com¬ 
plete with sweeping violin 
accompaniment. What to 
call it? A romrev? Maybe a 
romantic revenge? Either 
way I suppose it is an action 
flick for the guys with just 
enough romance to make it 


a date movie as well, but a 
revenge drama from WWE 
Studios should be about vio¬ 
lence, not violins. Did you 
buy into the story? 

Mark: The story was just a 
framework for the melan¬ 
cholic mood that suffuses 
the picture. A date movie 
for depressives, perhaps? 
Although the story takes 
place in New York City, the 
feel of it seems entirely 
European. 

RC: The Euro style you no¬ 
ticed makes sense as the 
movie was made by The Girl 
with the Dragon Tattoo direc¬ 
tor Niels Arden Oplev. I liked 
the edgy atmosphere but 
was troubled by plot holes 
big enough for Andre the 
Giant to walk through (this 


was, after all, produced by 
World Wrestling Entertain¬ 
ment). I don’t always demand 
logic, but when you have a 
story this simple, the charac¬ 
ters have to act within their 
boundaries. It doesn’t make 
them more interesting when 
they behave erratically, just 
less interesting and harder to 
connect to. 

MB: There were other odd¬ 
ities as well. Rapace’s scars 
earned her the nickname 
“the monster” but any char¬ 
itable plastic surgeon could 
have given her the $80I< pro 
bono job that would have 
solved her problem — no 
need for a hit man. Frankly, F. 
Murray Abraham’s skin was a 
lot scarier. 

RC: I liked seeing Abraham. 


In fact, I liked a lot of the 
performances here. Farrell 
brings his usual brooding in¬ 
tensity to the role of Victor. 
Rapace’s exotic, otherworldly 
presence nicely complements 
the film’s off-kilter feel — 
you wouldn’t expect the 
girl with the dragon tattoo 
to play a passive girlfriend 
role and she doesn’t, up to a 
point, and Terence Howard is 
a good menacing bad guy, but 
the movie’s tale of revenge 
simply isn’t sturdy enough to 
hold the whole thing togeth¬ 
er. 


MB: Agree with you about the 
acting, although the bad guys 
were pretty generic. With one 
exception: I thought Dominic 
Cooper turned in a nuanced 
performance as Farrell’s emo¬ 
tionally charged wingman.

Well, that’s obviously a classic.

Like any 
great movie or book or play, 
there’s one of these, and you 
can’t replicate it. And it holds 
up, too. It’s a hilarious movie. 

Some Like it Hot? 

Yeah, these are all great. 

Groundhog Day? 

Man, that’s one of my favour¬ 
ite holiday movies. Wow, 


Anchorman is number six! 
Nice. Monty Python — any 
Monty Python is great. Annie 
Hall, Life of Brian, Airplane. I 
think Anchorman in a lot of 
ways is like Airplane, in that 
it’s just unrelenting silliness. 

Is there one there that sticks 
out? 

For me? Dr. Strangelove. 
Number 14? I’d put that on 
top of my fist. I think that 
movie is terrifying and funny 
in equal parts and I think that 
is special. That’s an almost 
impossible feat to accomplish, 
to create something that 
elicits such completely diverse 
responses. And I love Peter 
Sellers’ performances in that 
movie. 


Do you remember when you 
first saw it? 

I think I saw it in a film class 
in college. I didn’t really 
know much about it, but it 
was a movie that changed my 
perception of comedy in a lot 
of ways. And Being There, as 
well. I don’t know where Be¬ 
ing There is on this list. 

I don’t think it’s on the list. 

It’s not? And on the other 
side, getting away from 
somebody like Kubrick, you 
have Mel Brooks, with Blazing 
Saddles or Young Franken¬ 
stein. Young Frankenstein is 
one of my all-time favourite 
movies as well. And again, just 
unrelenting silliness and com¬ 
mitment. I don’t know, it’s 
hard to deconstruct it because

What would you do if you saw 
a man strangling another man 
in an elevator? Would you step 
in and help? Would you call the 
authorities? Would you run like 
hell? 

Some pseudo sociologists- 
tumed-filmmakers decided to 
test people’s reactions to this 
shocking scenario in an online 
video called Elevator Murder 
Experiment. 


It’s actually an advertise¬ 
ment for Dead Man Down, the 
latest film from the original 
The Girl With The Dragon Tat¬ 
too director Niels Arden Oplev 
(and starring Noomi Rapace 
and Colin Farrell). The YouTube 
clip was created by viral video 
marketing agency Thinkmodo. 
So far, it has more than 2 mil¬ 
lion views. 

“At no point was anyone in 
danger, even though it looks 
like it at some points,” Michael 
Krivicka, co-founder of Think¬ 
modo and director of the ele¬ 
vator video, told Metro World 
News. He hoped it would spark 
debate. 

All but one of the reac¬ 
tions were completely real, 
claims the director, including 
the guy who uses a fire extin¬ 
guisher. In order to tie the 
project to Dead Man Down, 
the last subject — a man who 
shows up with his dogs and 
films the murder with his cell 


phone — was actually an ac¬ 
tor. 

The staged part mimics a 
key scene in the film where 
one main character witnesses 
another lead character stran¬ 
gling someone to death. She 
too records the incident on her 
phone — and later uses it for 
blackmail. 

But many commenters 


seem confused, with some say¬ 
ing it could have gone all wrong 
if a bystander had a gun — or 
calling it out as a fake. That’s 
OK with Krivicka. 

“There is a big difference 
between advertising and viral 
marketing,” he says. 

“A viral marketing video is 
designed to start conversations 
around the movie.”

Katheryn Winnick and 
Jessalyn Gilsig talk 
about the softer side 
of Norse warriors

The dominant cultural image 
of Vikings is simple: bearded 
oafs drinking from skull cups 
in between fits of plundering. 

“People think they were 
just barbarians with horns on 
their heads,” says Katheryn 
Winnick, one of the stars of 
The Vikings, a new docu-dra- 
matic show that premiered 
last Sunday on The Histoiy 
Channel. “That’s completely 
wrong. They were civilized, 
intelligent, sophisticated.” 

Discoveries into the lives 
of these Norse warriors have 
unearthed a more complex, 
even in some ways flatter¬ 
ing, view than the romantic 
portrait prominent in the 
public’s mind. The show is 
the latest from Michael Hirst, 
known for his way of turning 
histoiy — via the two Eliza¬ 
beth films, The Tudors and 
The Borgias — into highly 


watchable and oft-sexy trash. 

But Hirst’s talents run 
deeper than that, just as his 
show — which tells of Ragnar 
Lothbalc (Travis Fimmel), a 
real-life Viking badass — isn’t 
only about straightening rec¬ 
ords. 

The most striking aspect 
is the meaty role women 
have on the show, specific¬ 
ally Lagertha (Winnick), wife 
of Ragnar, and Siggy (Jessalyn 
Gilsig), the Lady Macbeth 
to Gabriel Byrne’s evil lord. 
Lagertha, a real-life “shield- 
maiden” (i.e., female warrior), 
spends the earliest episodes, 


at least, at home as her hus¬ 
band sails on an illegal mis¬ 
sion. 

But that means organizing 
the community as her hus¬ 
band would and fending off 
ne’er-do-wells, even by force. 
(Winnick has a long histoiy 
in martial arts, and has had a 
black belt since the age of 13.) 

“What’s great about her 
relationship with Ragnar 
was that they were partners,” 
Winnick says. “They were 
teammates. It was true love.” 

For Gilsig, best known as 
hissable Terri Schuester on 
Glee, it was a chance to not 
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only play evil again, but play 
equally evil to her husband. 

“This was a team effort,” 
she says of the two charac¬ 
ters. “This is a couple that has 
come to the highest position 
you can achieve, and now 
they have to figure out how to 
keep it. You have to do that by 
identifying your enemies and 
any threat you have, and elim¬ 
inating them. That can make 
you unethical and calculated, 
but it’s all in the name of sur¬ 
vival.” 

Actors who lean toward 
villainous roles will tell you 
that their secret is playing the 
character as believing they’re 
in the right, and Gilsig agrees. 
“Your job as an actor is to al¬ 
ways make sense to yourself. 
Even a serial killer makes 
sense to themselves.” 

And while Hirst and her 
Glee boss Ryan Murphy have 
obvious differences, they too 
have obvious similarities. 

“Neither (Glee nor Vikings) 
was written by committee. 
Neither was responding to 
network expectations. They 
were absolutely bom of the 
writer,” she explains. “When 
you have shows written by a 
single writer it’s the greatest 
feeling because there’s such a 
consistency in the voice and 
the world. You feel like you 
can get into step with them.” 
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Vintage shop owner steps into the spotlight 


Frock Stars. 

New TV series 
features L.A.-based 
star-favourite store 
that peddles couture 
classics and plenty of 
fashion history 


When Adele wants to make 
a vintage fashion statement, 
stylist Gaelle Paul has a go-to 
source: the cleverly named 
The Way We Wore shop. 

Now TV viewers can peek 
inside Los Angeles store 
owner Doris Raymond’s 19th- 
and 20th-century collection 
that’s lured shoppers Anne 
Hathaway, Katie Holmes and 
Angelina Jolie, as well as top 
designers searching for in¬ 
spiration from the past. 

L.A. Frock Stars, a Smith¬ 
sonian Channel series debut¬ 
ing 8 p.m. EST Thursday, is 
both a fashionista’s delight 
and a chance to see pas¬ 
sion at work with Raymond, 
who’s made finding and sell¬ 
ing great old duds a quest for 
more than 30 years. 

“The show is about spread¬ 
ing the gospel of vintage,” 
said Raymond — which 
translates, for example, to a 
1940s jacket with tailoring 
and fabric that would cost 
$1,500 to replicate today but 
can be had for less than $200. 

Raymond’s tidy but chock- 
fill shop also has racks of 
impressive labels including

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Billy Corgan, the 
professional wrestler? 


Ad. Chicago furniture 
store taps alt-rock 
legend for campaign 


Billy Corgan might be best 
known as the frontman for 
The Smashing Pumpkins. But 
recently, he’s been dabbling in 
his other passion, professional 
wrestling. 

Fans got a little peek into 
Corgan’s wrestling endeavours 
through an ad for Chicago fur¬ 
niture store Walter E. Smithe 
called Billy Corgan’s Musical 
Chairs. The commercial also 
features some of the wrestlers 
from Resistance Pro, a profes¬ 
sional wrestling promotion 
company that Corgan started, 
as well as the singer himself. 

Tim Smithe, the chief

Untogether. Blue Hawaii 
sets cool with brooding 
full-length album 


Blue Hawaii’s debut EP Bloom¬ 
ing Summer, released three 
years ago, was frozen in a state 
of sun-kissed bliss, reflecting 
both a recent trip to Central 
American paradise undertaken 
by Montreal duo Alex Cowan 
and Raphaelle Standell-Preston, 
as well as the amorous after¬ 
glow that coloured their rela¬ 
tionship afterward. 

Their brooding debut full- 
length, Untogether, is an entire¬ 
ly different experience, belong¬ 
ing squarely to the bleakness of 
a cold Montreal winter. 

Where their 2010 introduc¬ 
tion was a snapshot of a couple 
still with tropical sand between 
their toes, the ethereal Unto¬ 
gether is about separation; 
from each other (necessitated 
by Standell-Preston’s touring 
duties with Braids) and from 
the fertile, close-knit Montreal 
scene that has both embold¬ 
ened and challenged the duo. 

“It’s a big departure,” Cow¬ 
an agrees over the line from 
Montreal. “We were feeling 
very broken about our cultural 
scene and towards each other 
and towards a lot of things. It 
got dark and sad quite quickly.” 

It got noticed just as swiftly. 

Where Blooming Summer 
was released quietly to positive, 
if scarce, critical notice, the 
electronic duo has cultivated a 
much higher profile in advance 
of the release of Untogether 
this week, with praise flow¬ 
ing in from such influential 
sources as Pitchfork and Fader. 
For Cowan and Standell-Pres¬ 
ton (known as Agor and Raph, 
respectively), these critical plau-

dits arrive after more than a 
half-year of sitting on the com¬ 
pleted album.

Though they were living in the 
same house, neither was home 
much. Routinely, one half of 
the duo would spend a night 
burrowing into a Blue Hawaii 
tune and then the other would 
examine and build on that 
work later, alone.

When he first started working 
with Imagine Dragons, music 
producer Alex da Kid was 
looking for some inspiration 
for the Broadway musical, Spi¬ 
der-Man: Turn Off the Dark. 

“I thought they would be 
great to help me come up 
with ideas for U2,” the Gram- 
my-nominated English produ¬ 
cer said. 

There was just one prob¬ 
lem: The demos they recorded 
were too good. 

So instead of using the al¬ 
ternative band to collaborate 
on the score by Bono and The 
Edge, Alex da Kid — the cre¬ 
ator of Eminem and Rihanna’s 
colossal hit Love the Way You 
Lie — immediately signed 
the Las Vegas-based foursome 
to his label imprint KIDina- 
KORNER Records, distributed 
through Interscope Records. 

Imagine Dragons re¬ 
leased its debut album Night 
Visions,in September and so 
far has reached gold status, 
selling more than 600,000 
units, according to Nielsen 
SoundScan. The band current¬ 


ly has two songs in the top 25 
with It’s Time and Radioactive 
and they are on a sold-out 
U.S. tour that wraps June 3 in 
Phoenix, AZ. 

Imagine Dragons had been 
building a buzz on the music 
scene as an independent act 
before Alex da Kid got hold 
of them. They released four 
EPs and toured America. Lead 
singer Dan Reynolds said the 
group was “dead set” on being 
an independent act. 


“We didn’t feel like we 
were ready as a band. 
We didn’t understand 
our sound enough.”

“We had offers from those 
labels all throughout the years 
and we turned them down,” 
he said. 


“It was so important that 
we built that organic, in¬ 
dependent fan base.” 

Meeting Alex da Kid, born 
Alexander Grant, changed his 
perception about staying in¬ 
dependent. He says the produ¬ 
cer filled a void in the band’s 
sound. 

“(Alex) was the perfect 
match for what we had been 
trying to do for three years,” 
Reynolds said.

Reggiano. 

4. Repeat layering 3 or 4 times. 
Top with a final layer of noo¬ 
dles, sauce and a sprinkling of 
mozzarella and Parmigiano- 
Reggiano. 

5. Cover and cook on low until 
cooked through, about 4 hours.

The way the Detroit Red Wings 
have been playing, it was only 
a matter of time before Jimmy 
Howard ended up with a shut¬ 
out. 

Howard made 22 saves, and 
Jalcub Kindi and Cory Emmer¬ 
ton scored in the second per¬ 
iod to lift the Red Wings over 
the Edmonton Oilers 3-0 on 
Thursday night.

After a scoreless first per¬ 
iod — a shot off the crossbar 
by Detroit’s Kyle Quincey was 
the only noteworthy moment 
— the Red Wings looked a bit 
more energized in the second. 

Jordin Tootoo fought with 
Edmonton’s Mike Brown 
early in the period, and Kindi 
opened the scoring less than a 
minute later. Kindi was caught 


between two Oilers when he 
managed a shot that slipped 
through goalie Devan Dubnylc 
and trickled across the line for 
a 1-0 lead. 

The worst was still to come 
for Edmonton. 

“They dominated us for 10 


minutes after that and then 
they got the 2-0 goal and the 
game was lost,” Oilers coach 
Ralph Krueger said.

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Lions GM tom on 
league’s decision 
to fine Eskimos 


CFL. Wally Buono 
reacts to $10,000 
tampering penalty 


B.C. Lions GM Wally Buono 
has mixed emotions about the 
CFL’s decision to fine the Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos for violating 
its tampering rules. 

“When I see the CFL do 
this, a part of me is unhappy 
because of the fact that there 
obviously must have been an 
indiscretion,” he said. “But the 
other part of me is extremely 
happy that the league is mon¬ 
itoring eveiyone’s activities and 
making it such that eveiyone is 
playing by the same rules.” 

On Wednesday, the league 
slapped the Eskimos with a 
$10,000 fine for the violation 


when signing free-agent de¬ 
fensive lmeman Odell Willis. 
Edmonton announced the addi¬ 
tion of Willis on Feb. 15, mere 
minutes after the noon ET start 
of free agency. 

There have long been per¬ 
sistent whispers that some CFL 
teams speak to prospective free 
agents during the period before 
the league-mandated start of 
free agency. Players compound 
the situation by talking among 
themselves, as eveiy off-season 
there are those who will try to 
sway potential free agents their 
way in order to make their 
teams stronger. 

But what was most peculiar 
about Edmonton’s announce¬ 
ment was the timing of it. The 
Eskimos sent out a release 
about having signed Willis just 
four minutes after he had offi¬ 
cially become a free agent after

Eskimos president Len 
Rhodes responded by saying in 
a statement the club respected 
“the position taken by the Can¬ 
adian Football League and com¬ 
missioner Mark Cohon.
